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BUR  LADY  OF  THE  LAKE  COLLEGE  is  an  institution  for  the 
education  of  young  women  and  girls.    It  is  delightfully  located 
in  a  western  suburb  of  San  Antonio  at  a  distance  that  removes 

it  from  the  noise  and  heat  of  the  city  yet  leaves  it  easily  access- 
ible by  the  electric  cars.  The  beauty  of  the  grounds  adorned  with  a 
wealth  of  tropical  palms  and  plants  lends  an  atmosphere  of  refinement 
and  seclusion  characteristic  of  the  ideal  home  for  culture  and  education. 
A  spacious  pavilion  and  a  large  park  fitted  out  with  accessories  for  dif- 
ferent games  offer  inducement  for  open  air  exercises  which,  on  account 
of  the  mildness  of  the  climate,  form  a  part  of  the  daily  program  through- 
out the  year. 

COURSES 

The  College  offers  complete  and  thorough  courses  in  the  Collegiate, 
High  School,  and  Grammar  School  Departments;  also  in  the  Musical  De- 
partment, where  the  most  approved  modern  methods  are  used  in  the. 
Piano,  Voice,  Harp,  and  Violin  Courses,  and  in  the  Departments  of  Ex- 
pression, Art,  and  Household  Economics.  The  State  Department  of 
Education  lists  the  College  as  a  Senior  College  of  the  first  class  and 
confers  special  privileges  upon  its  students. 

The  system  of  instruction  is  designed  to  be  practical  as  well  as  thor- 
ough; and  at  the  same  time  the  students  are  allowed  such  latitude  as 
will  render  their  environments  homelike  in  simplicity  and  freedom,  and 
refining  in  general  influence. 

PROGRAMS,  RECITALS,  ETC. 

Arrangements  are  made  each  year  for  the  bringing  to  the  College  of  a 
certain  number  of  artists,  whose  programs  serve  as  a  diversion  from  the 
regular  routine  of  school  work  and  at  the  same  time  help  to  educate  to  a 
correct  appreciation  of  art  in  its  different  phases  of  expression. 
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Besides  these  programs,  frequent  entertainments  arc  furnished  by  the 
'different  class  organizations.  These  programs  do  not  interfere  witn  the 
regular  school  schedule,  but  are  planned  so  as  to  form  a  part  of  the  educa- 
tional scheme  of  the  institution.  The  following  are  the  school  organiza- 
tions : 

ST.  THERESA'S  LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

This  society  is  composed  of  the  students  of  the  Collegiate  Department. 
Its  object  is  to  cultivate  in  its  members  an  ease  and  ability  in  presenting 
with  dignity  their  views  in  literary  lines,  and  to  encourage  the  develop- 
ment of  a  taste  for  correct  literature. 

SANTA  MARIA  LITERARY  UNION 

This  society  is  for  the  students  of  the  High  School  Department ;  and,  as 
its  name  implies,  has  the  study  of  literature  as  its  object. 

SAINT  CECILIA'S  HARMONY  CIRCLE 

The  students  of  the  Music  Department  organize  each  year  under  the 
patronage  of  Saint  Cecilia,  Their  programs  afford  an  opportunity  to  the 
pupils  of  acquiring  ease  and  confidence  as  players,  and  of  forming  cor- 
rect judgment  with  regard  to  the  work  of  others.  Besides  the  regular 
scheduled  meetings,  each  student  at  the  completion  of  a  grade  gives  a 
recital  as  evidence  of  the  efficiency  of  her  work. 

THE  SOCIETY  OF  EXPRESSION 

The  members  of  the  Expression  Class  form  this  society;  and  at  their 
monthly  meetings  they  entertain  with  programs  which  present  either  a 
particular  phase  of  their  class  work,  or  their  interpretation  of  the  char- 
acteristics of  certain  authors  whose  works  are  of  interest  to  the  student 
of  Expression.
